Hospital-Employees 
Share  Tax  Increase 
For  Social  Security 

Tlie  Social  Security  taxes  paid 
by  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal and  its  employees  increased  .2 
per  cent  on  the  first  $6,600 
earned  by  each  employee  on  or 
after  January  1. 

The  tax  rate  has  been  raised 
from  4.2  per  cent  to  4.4  per  cent. 
This  means  that  the  $277.20  tax 
paid  on  $6,600  in  1966  will  now 
amount  to  $290.40.  When  in- 
come reaches  the  $6,600  level,  de- 
ductions will  stop. 

The  new  tax  rates  include  .5 
per  cent  for  Medicare  coverage 
and  3-9  per  cent  for  Social  Secur- 
ity coverage  including  old  age, 
survivors,  and  disability  insur- 
ance. 

Five  more  increases  are 
planned  over  the  next  20  years 
coming  in  1969-73-76-80-87.  At 
the  end  of  this  period,  the  total 
tax  will  amount  to  5.6  per  cent, 
or  $372.90,  on  the  first  $6,600 
earned. 

The  new  tax  rates  have  resulted 
from  the  Medicare  program  en- 
acted in  1966  and  the  larger 
benefits  being  paid  to  increasing 
numbers  of  individuals  receiving 
Social  Seairity. 

Employees  Receive 
20  Percent  Discount 

All  employees  of  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  receive  a 20 
percent  discount  on  charges  for 
medical  services  w’hich  are  not 
covered  by  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield. 

Members  of  the  immediate 
family  of  employees  enrolled  in 
the  family  Blue  Cross  plan  also 
receive  this  discount. 

Payment  for  medical  services 
not  covered  by  the  hospitalization 
plan  must  be  made  at  the  time 
the  services  are  rendered. 

Where  credit  is  established,  the 
Bank  Credit  Cards  may  be  used.

Teamsters,  AFL-CIO 
Attempt  Organization 
Of  New  Union 

Employees  of  at  least  seven 
Chicago  area  hospitals,  including 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s,  have  been 
solicited  for  membership  by  the 
Teamsters  union  local  743,  Ware- 
house and  Mail  Order  Employees, 
and  AFL-CIO  local  73. 

The  two  unions  are  attempting 
to  organize  a new'  union  to  be 
initially  sponsored  by  members 
from  Chicago  area  hospitals. 

Members  of  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  administra- 
tion met  with  union  organizers 
for  the  first  time  on  February  3. 
Discussions  focused  upon  the  de- 
termination of  an  appropriate 
unit  to  participate  in  an  election. 

The  meeting  came  in  answer 
to  a letter  Dr.  James  A.  Camp- 
bell, hospital  president,  wrote  to 
the  union  on  January  19. 

Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  hos- 
pital president,  wrote  to  union 
officials  on  January  19  stating, 

"While  the  hospital  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  employees  do  not 
desire  to  be  represented  by  a 
third  party,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees feel  that  the  only  fair  method 
of  establishing  the  true  senti- 
ments of  our  employees  is  a secret 
ballot  election  conducted  by  a 
mutually  acceptable,  impartial, 
third  party.” 

Such  an  election  would  take 
place  only  if  the  unions  and  hos- 
pital agree  upon  the  constitution 
of  an  appropriate  unit.  In  this  re- 
gard, Dr.  Campbell  said, 

"Vi'e  have  an  obligation  of 
maintaining  at  all  times  high 
standards  of  patient  care  and  can- 
not sacrifice  the  public  interest 
should  the  unions  demand  a unit 
which  would  in  any  manner  dis- 
rupt these  standards  of  patient 
care.”

Study  Group  On  Medical  Education  Meets 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal hosted  the  first  meeting  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of 
Higher  Education's  advisory  com- 
mittee for  education  in  the  health 
fields  on  January  26.

Skiers  Get  All  the  Breaks  Without  Instruction 


Skiing  has  become  one  of  the 
fastest  growing  sports  in  the  na- 
tion. In  the  next  year  an  esti- 
mated 400,000  new  skiers  will 
take  to  the  nation’s  slopes. 

As  the  snows  began  falling  in 
the  greatest  winter  storm  of  Chi- 
cago’s history,  the  subject  of  the 
January  27  surgical  grand  rounds 
was  appropriately  enough  "Ski 
Injuries.”  Special  guests  at  the 
rounds  were  two  members  of  the 
National  Ski  Patrol,  William 
Black  and  Richard  Holsten. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
type  of  ski  injury  has  changed 
in  recent  years  because  equip- 
ment and  methods  of  skiing  have 
changed. 

The  once  common  ankle  frac- 
ture has  given  way  to  leg  frac- 
tures occurring  at  the  boot  top. 
This  change  was  brought  about 
by  the  development  of  more 
rigid  boots  which  provide  addi- 
tional ankle  support,  but  at  the 
same  time  cause  an  effective 
breaking  point  at  the  boot  top. 

Ski  patrolman  William  Black 
pointed  out,  "Breakaway  ski 
bindings  are  designed  to  release 
the  foot  from  the  rigid  ski  and 
thus  reduce  the  chance  of  frac- 
ture. Bindings  tighten  with  use. 
They  require  frequent  checks. 
Too  often  skiers  overlook  this 
important  safety  feature. 

"If  the  tip  of  the  ski  becomes 
stuck  in  the  snow,  the  skier  is 
pitched  forward  with  his  foot 
firmly  anchored  to  the  ski.  The 
force  of  the  fall  is  then  directed 
to  the  weakest  point  of  the  leg 


which  is  located  above  the  boot.” 

Another  common  injury  is  the 
spiral  fracture  of  the  leg  which 
is  caused  by  the  rotation  of  the 
body  with  the  ski  fixed  in  the 
snow.  The  break  occurs  in  each 
of  the  two  bones  of  the  lower 
leg,  the  fibula  and  tibia.  The  frac- 
ture comes  just  below  the  knee 
on  the  fibula  and  usually  in  the 
middle  third  of  the  tibia. 

These  fractures  can  be  reduced 
by  proper  binding  adjustments 
and  by  conditioning  of  leg  mus- 
cles through  frequent  exercise. 

Ski  patrolmen  Holsten  de- 
scribed the  typical  ski  accident 
as  derived  from  recent  statistics. 
It  occurs  to  a young  man,  be- 
tween 15  and  30  years  old,  who 
has  had  little  or  no  instruction. 
He  is  an  active  person  but  doesn’t 
exercise  regularly.  He  is  usually 
in  a hurry  and  has  had  little  rest 
the  night  before  and  little  to  eat 
during  the  day.  He  is  skiing  on 
hills  beyond  his  ability  and  has 
not  recently  adjusted  his  bind- 
ings. 

Holsten  said,  "Many  accidents 
occur  on  the  first  run  of  the  day. 
If  the  skier  makes  it  past  this 
point,  he  is  usually  in  good  shape 
until  mid  - afternoon  when  he 
continues  to  ski  even  though  he 
is  tired.” 

In  coming  to  the  aid  of  an  in- 
jured skier,  the  Ski  Patrol  sug- 
gests: 

1 )  Protect  him  from  other 
skiers  by  planting  your  own  skis 
in  cross  formation  in  the  ground 
above  the  injured  skier.  This  is 


the  International  Distress  Signal. 

2)  Keep  the  injured  skier  as 
warm  as  possible.  Provide  a 
shield  from  the  wind.  Shock  is 
often  the  most  serious  problem 
encountered  on  the  slopes  ac- 
cording to  the  ski  patrol. 

3 ) Do  not  move  the  injured 
skier.  Send  for  help  or  notify 
the  lift  operator.  The  ski  patrol  is 
best  equipped  to  handle  fractures 
and  removal  of  the  injured  from 
the  hill.  Do  not  remove  the 
skier’s  boot.  It  provides  protec- 
tion and  support  for  the  foot  and 
leg. 

Ski  accidents  are  reduced  con- 
siderably by  proper  instruction 
in  the  sport.  Figures  compiled  at 
the  Wilmot  ski  area  show  that 
59.3%  of  all  accidents  occur  to 
people  who  have  had  no  instruc- 
tion. That  figure  is  reduced  to 


16.5%  occurring  to  those  having 
one  lesson  and  4%  to  those  hav- 
ing six  to  10  lessons. 

The  fantastic  speed  of  the 
sport  indicates  the  main  reason 
why  proper  instruction  is  neces- 
sary. A 190  pound  skier  in  a 
semi-crouch  position  can  attain 
speeds  up  to  24  miles  per  hour 
on  a three  degree  slope  and  up 
to  110  miles  per  hour  on  a 45 
degree  slope. 

Dr.  Robert  Ray,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  orhtopedic 
surgery,  expressed  w'hat  might 
be  the  opinion  of  most  non- 
skiers when  he  said,  "Skiing  is 
the  only  sport  I know  of  in 
which  the  participants  strap  two 
planks  to  their  feet,  trust  their 
fate  to  the  force  of  gravity,  and 
spend  all  of  their  time  trying  to 
prevent  a catastrophe.”

Pension  Plan  Begins  After  3 Year’s  Service 


Surgery,  Ob-Gyne 
Receive  $500,000 
From  Trustee  Gift 

Frc.sbytcriaii-St.  I.ukcs  Ho.spi- 
tal  will  receive  a gift  of  SSOO, ()()() 
from  John  M.  Simp.son,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  tlie  A.  M. 
Ciastle  & Cio.,  and  a trustee  of  the 
hospital. 

Two  hundred  fifty  tliousand 
dollars  will  be  given  in  honor 
of  the  chairman  of  the  division 
of  obstetrics  and  gynecology, 
Harry  Boysen,  M.D.,  to  aid  his 
programs  of  medical  education, 
research  and  patient  service. 

The  second  $250,000  is  a chal- 
lenge gift  made  in  honor  of  Or- 
mand  C.  Julian,  M.D.,  chairman 
of  the  hospital’s  division  of  sur- 
gery. The  gift  must  be  matched 
by  a similar  amount  to  be  pro- 
vided by  other  donors.  "In  this 
manner,”  Mr.  Simpson  said,  "the 
division  of  surgery  will  ulti- 
mately receive  a total  of  $500,000 
for  the  development  of  new  sur- 
gical suites  devoted  to  organ 
transplantation.  The  new'  operat- 
ing rooms,  to  be  the  first  of  their 
kind  in  the  Chicago  area,  will  be 
located  in  the  new  South  Center 
building  now'  under  construc- 
tion.” 

In  announcing  the  gift,  Mr. 
Simpson  added  that  his  interest 
in  the  progress  of  medicine  has 
prompted  him  to  provide  this 
support,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  challenge  others  with  a similar 
interest  in  the  future  of  medical 
science  to  also  take  part  in  bring- 
ing to  fruition  the  progressive 
steps  being  taken  at  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

When  Presbyterian  and  St. 
Luke's  hospitals  merged  into 
their  present  corporation  in  1956, 
Mr.  Simpson  contributed  $500,- 
000  in  memory  of  his  parents  to 
create  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Simpson  Floor  of  Surgery.  Mr. 
Simpson  has  been  a member  of 
the  hospital’s  Board  since  1946. 


Full  time  employees  of  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  w'ho 
have  completed  three  years  of 
service  are  currently  enrolled  in 
a personal  pension  plan. 

The  hospital  pays  the  full  cost 
of  the  program  which  automat- 
ically begins  to  accumulate  cred- 
its at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth 
year  of  service.  Personal  state- 
ments as  to  earnings  of  the  pro- 
gram are  issued  each  year  to  all 
employees  covered  by  the  plan. 

Credits  build  up  to  age  65 
when  maximum  benefits  become 
available.  While  age  65  is  re- 
garded as  the  normal  retirement 
age,  an  employee  may  elect  to 
retire  at  any  time  after  his  62nd 
birthday  with  reduced  benefits 
available  for  such  early  retire- 
ment. 

Employees  may  select  a bene- 
ficiary to  receive  continuing 


benefits  in  the  event  of  the  em- 
ployee’s death  prior  to  going  on 
pension. 


A new  parking  lot  - to  - door 
transportation  service  began  op- 
eration at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  on  March  6.  The  serv- 
ice offers  patients,  visitors,  and 
guests  comfortable  and  conven- 
ient transportation  and  baggage 
handling  from  their  car  in  the 
visitors  parking  lot  to  the  main 
entrances  of  the  hospital. 

The  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Hospital  Courtesy  Car  operates 
on  a shuttle  bus  basis  every  day 
from  11  a.m.  until  8:30  p.m.  At 
approximately  seven  minute  in- 
tervals, the  car  makes  the  round 
trip  from  the  new  gatehouse  w'ait- 
ing  room  in  the  parking  lot  to 
the  Harrison  street  ramp  entrance 
and  the  Congress  parkway  East 
Pavilion  entrance. 

The  courtesy  car  is  a nine  pas- 
senger blue  and  white  sport  van. 
It  is  operated  by  uniformed  driv- 
ers. 

During  the  evening  and  night 
hours,  the  courtesy  car  is  used 
as  a patrol  vehicle  covering  the 
entire  hospital  area.

Dr.  John  S.  Long,  attending 
obstetrician  and  gynecologist,  re- 
cently returned  from  an  around- 
the-world  trip  on  which  he  spent 
a month  working  at  a mission 
hospital  in  Kenya,  East  Africa. 

Operated  by  the  World  Gospel 
Mission,  the  hospital  is  located  in 
a primitive  area  50  miles  north 
of  the  Tanzania  border.  It  has  a 
full  time  stafif  of  one  doctor  and 
two  nurses. 

"The  natives  are  known  to 
walk  100  miles  for  treatment,” 
said  Dr.  Long.  '"Although  the  bed 
capacity  of  the  hospital  is  56, 
the  daily  census  is  usually  over 
a hundred.  Whenever  possible 
the  people  are  placed  two  to  a 
bed.  When  they  run  out  of  beds, 
the  natives  lie  on  the  floor.” 

Many  of  the  patients  at  the 
hospital  have  been  treated  by  the 
medicine  men  of  their  tribes.  The 
most  popular  form  of  treatment 
is  acupuncture.  The  sick  person 
is  stuck  with  needles  in  the  area 
that  bothers  him  allowing  the 
evil  spirits  to  escape  and  the 
pain  to  disappear. 

"Acupuncture  may  not  cure 
the  patient,”  says  Dr.  Long,  '"but 
it  gives  the  physician  a good  idea 
of  what  his  problem  is.  The  scar 
marks  from  the  incisions  usually 
locate  the  exact  area  of  the  prob- 
lem. For  instance,  a man  came 
to  me  with  scars  all  over  his 
chest  and  my  examination  re- 
vealed that  he  was  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.” 

During  his  stay  at  the  mission 
hospital.  Dr.  Long  was  called 
upon  many  times  to  work  in

Psych  Drama  Group 

"Like  a fresh  wind  blowing 
through  a cave”  is  the  way  one 
patient  has  described  the  1966 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
volunteer-of-the-year. 

Mrs.  George  S.  Chappell,  III, 
is  a vivacious  mother  of  two  who 
has  volunteered  more  than  900 
hours  as  the  director  of  the  spon- 
taneous drama  group  for  the  de- 
partment of  psychiatry. 

Known  as  Freddie  to  patients 
and  staff  alike,  she  plans  skits, 
blackouts,  and  pantomimes  which 
are  designed  to  help  patients  in 
expressing  their  feelings  and  in 
getting  along  with  others.  Mrs. 
Chappell  developed  the  unique 
program  along  with  a member 
of  the  psychiatric  staff  in  I960. 

"While  studying  drama,  it  oc- 
curred to  me  how  beneficial 
spontaneous  dramatics  could  be 
for  psychiatric  patients  or  any- 
one interested  in  exploring  their 
feelings,”  Freddie  explains. 

"I  have  found  the  class  a won- 
derful release,  recreation,  and 
therapy  not  only  for  the  patients, 
but  for  myself  and  the  staff.”

Hospital  Stay  Saves  Baby  After  Fall  of  Eight  Floors 


"It  could  only  be  a miracle 
that  our  baby  has  .survived.” 
Those  are  the  feelings  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Rupert  C.  Burtan  whose 
16  month  old  son  fell  eight 
stories  from  a Chicago  motel  in 
early  May. 

The  boy,  Rupert  Christopher, 
Jr.,  apparently  fell  with  full  force 


on  his  right  arm  nearly  severing 
it  above  the  elbow.  When  the 
Chicago  fire  departmet.t  brought 
him  to  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  emergency  room,  Ru- 
pert’s little  arm  was  held  to- 
gether by  one  small  piece  of 
skin. 

After  it  had  been  determined 


that  he  had  suffered  no  head  or 
spinal  injuries,  the  little  boy 
underwent  a 314  hour  operation 
to  rejoin  his  severed  limb.  The 
shattered  bones  were  pinned  and 
the  muscles,  tendons,  and  arteries 
were  tied  together  by  a surgical 
team  under  the  direction  of  E>r.

"Cigarette  Smoking  May  Be 
HazardousTo  Your  Health.”  This 
warning  appears  in  fine  print  on 
tlie  side  of  each  package  of  cigar- 
ettes sold  to  America’s  estimated 
/()  million  smokers.  However,  it 
is  apparently  being  ignored  in 
spite  of  increasing  evidence 
pointing  out  smoking’s  harmful 
effects. 

Studies  conducted  by  the  Pres- 
byterian-St. Luke’s  Hospital  Di- 
vision of  Pathology  have  recently 
given  additional  support  to  the 
case  linking  cigarette  smoking  to 
the  development  of  severe  ar- 
terial disease.  It  has  been  found 
that  under  laboratory  conditions 
a disease  closely  resembling  hu- 
man arteriosclerosis  can  be  pro- 
duced within  a circulatory  system 
by  the  administration  of  nicotine 
in  combination  with  the  inges- 
tion of  Vitamin  D and  choles- 
terol. 

The  results  of  these  smdies 
were  presented  at  a meeting  of 
the  Federation  of  American  So- 
cieties of  Experimental  Biology 
in  May  by  Dr.  George  M.  Hass, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of  Pa- 
thology, and  research  assistants, 
Wayne  Landerholm  and  Anne 
Hemmens. 

Arteriosclerosis,  commonly 
called  "hardening  of  the  ar- 
teries,” occurs  to  some  degree  in 
all  people  as  they  grow  older. 
The  "hardening”  effect  is  caused 
by  the  build-up  of  calcium  de- 
posits in  the  arterial  walls. 

As  the  disease  progresses,  clots 
are  formed  which  block  the  flow 
of  blood  through  the  arteries. 
The  blockages  usually  occur  in 
those  arteries  supplying  the 
heart,  legs,  and  brain;  thus,  lead- 
ing to  heart  attacks,  strokes,  and 
loss  of  limb  in  acute  cases. 

The  Division  of  Pathology  has 
been  attempting  to  produce  a 
human-type  of  arteriosclerosis  in 
its  laboratories  since  1948.  The 
research  has  been  continuously 
supported  by  grants  from  the 
United  States  Public  Health 
Service.  It  has  proceeded  in  three 
stages. 

In  the  early  stages,  the  experi- 


ments focused  upon  the  use  of 
high  fat  and  cholesterol  diets. 
Although  a greater  fat  level 
was  achieved  within  the  blood 
stream,  the  arteries  failed  to 
show  the  "hardening”  effect. 

This  led  to  the  second  stage 
which  involved  the  addition  of 
Vitamin  D to  the  high  choles- 
terol diet  to  produce  calcification 
of  the  arterial  walls.  Vitamin  D 
is  a calcifying  agent  which  at 
normal  levels  strengthens  the 
bone  structure.  The  resulting

Hospital  Tuition  Aid

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Alaskan  Trials  Begin  for  Live  Mumps  Vaccine 


Mumps  is  a disc-asc  tliai  is  seldom  taken  seriously 
when  it  occurs  itt  children.  Its  victims  take  oti  an 
amusing  c lii|>mutik-like  appearance  as  their  faces 
become  pufly  and  the  parotid  glands  ItKated  Ix-liind 
each  ear  Ix-gitt  to  swell. 

In  most  cases  the  disease  is  liarmless;  liowever,  it 
can  liave  serious  complications.  (Children  sometimes 
develop  a braitt  inflammation  known  as  metiingitis. 
The  complications  in  adults  are  more  serious  with 
about  one  out  of  five  men  developing  an  inflamma- 
tioti  of  the  sex  glands  which  cati  lead  to  sterility. 

At  Pre.sbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Microbiology  has  been  working  for  more  than 
five  years  on  the  production  of  a live  attenuated  virus 
vaccine  to  prevent  mumps.  A live  vaccine  has  the 
advantage  of  giving  long  term  immunity  to  the 
disease. 

A "killed”  virus  vaccine  has  been  in  general  use 
for  sometime  providing  temporary  immunity.  It, 
however,  requires  repeated  bcxrsters  to  remain  effec- 
tive and  it  can  postpone  susceptibility  to  mumps  until 
adulthcxxl  when  the  complications  become  more 
severe. 

Although  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  live  vaccine 
has  proved  effective  in  laboratory  studies,  it  has  been 
used  only  since  last  January  to  inncxn.ilate  humans. 
The  effectiveness  of  these  inncxailations  will  be  de- 
termined in  the  months  to  come  during  studies  cair- 
rently  underway. 

To  acquire  the  most  accurate  information  from 
these  studies,  scientists  must  choose  an  environment 
which  will  give  them  the  most  control  over  the  vari-

ables  influencing  the  results. 

Members  of  the  Department  of  Microbiology 
seem  to  have  found  an  ideal  environment  on  the 
small  (50  square  mile)  island  of  St.  Paul  located  in 
the  Bering  Sea  800  miles  west  of  Anchorage,  Alaska. 
The  island  was  selected  because  of  the  susceptibility 
of  the  population  to  mumps  and  its  isolated  location. 

According  to  the  memories  of  some  "old-timers,” 
the  last  known  case  of  mumps  on  the  island  was  in 
1907.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  90  percent  of

The  ptissibility  of  the  St  Paul  population  bccriming 
exposed  to  mumps  from  the  outside  i:.  extremely  limit- 
ed. The  island  and  its  natives  live  m an  zlmcAt  com- 
pletely  clt>sed  stxicty.  The  only  link  with  the  txitsidc 
world  is  a weekly  airplane  which  delivers  . ipplies 
and  a freighter  which  makes  four  trips  from  Seattle 
to  St.  Paul  between  May  and  November, 

In  early  May,  the  hospital's  Department  of  Micr^e 
biology  sent  Grace  Shramek,  Ph.D.  to  St.  Paul  to 
begin  innoculations  with  the  assistance  of  the  U.S. 
government’s  Arctic  Health  Research  Laboratories, 
Native  Alaskan  Division. 

The  first  group  of  natives  to  volunteer  for  vaccina- 
tions included  50  men,  women  and  children  compris- 
ing eight  families.  Tests  will  be  made  to  determine 
the  level  of  antibody  build-up  in  this  group  during 
the  summer.  Vaccination  of  additional  natives  is  ex- 
pected in  the  fall. 

The  Alaskan  study  is  one  of  three  currently  being 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Microbiology.  Other 
studies  taking  place  in  Illinois  were  begun  in  January 
and  late  June. 

The  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  vaccine  is  one  of  two 
live  virus  vaccines  being  studied  in  the  United  States 
today.  The  other  has  been  developed  by  an  Eastern 
drug  firm.

( continued  from  page  / ) 
form  of  arteriosclerosis  resem- 
bled the  human  disease  in  every 
respect  except  the  development 
of  clotting. 

At  the  time  these  experiments 
were  underway,  scientific  evi- 
dence was  increasingly  showing 
that  stress  is  one  of  the  factors 
which  influence  the  occurrence 
of  arteriosclerosis.  Thus  the  third 
part  of  the  study  concentrated 
upon  the  effect  of  stress  mechan- 
ism. 

Nicotine  was  selected  as  a rep- 
resentative stress  faaor.  When 
inhaled,  it  stimulates  the  release 
of  adrenalin  into  the  blood 
stream  causing  the  blood  pressure 
to  rise  as  the  heart  beats  faster. 
In  addition,  statistics  have  shown 
that  arterial  disease  occoirs  five 
times  more  frequently  in  smok- 
ers. 

In  studies  with  nicotine  alone 
arterial  disease  failed  to  occur. 
However,  when  it  was  combined 
with  amounts  of  Vitamin  D and 
cholesterol  severe  arteriosclerosis 
was  ob^rved.  The  disease  closely 
resernbled  that  which  occurs  in 
man  with  three  essential  char- 


acteristics: 1 ) accumulation  of 
cholesterol  in  the  arteries,  2) 
calcification  of  arterial  walls,  and 
.3 ) formation  of  clots  obstructing 
the  flow  of  blood  through  the 
arteries. 

The  dosages  of  Vitamin  D 
and  cholesterol  were  similar  to 
the  amounts  found  in  man.  The 
amount  of  nicotine  was  compar- 
able to  that  inhaled  by  smoking 
one  to  two  packs  of  cigarettes  a 
day. 

Further  studies  are  now  being 
undertaken  in  an  attempt  to  de- 
termine the  way  in  which  nico- 
tine works  to  accelerate  arterial 
disease.

Although  his  arm  has  been 
saved,  it  has  not  yet  been  deter- 
mined how'  much  he  wall  be  able 
to  use  the  limb  in  the  future.  An 
additional  operation  wdll  be  re- 
quired to  reattach  the  nerves. 
Physical  therapy  will  then  be  re- 
quired to  make  the  arm  useful 
again. 

Rupert  and  his  family  live  in 
Pittsford,  New'  York.  Dr.  Burtan 
is  medical  director  for  Delco 
Products  Division  of  General 
Motors  in  Rochester,  New  York.

Volunteers  Aid  Breast  Cancer  Victims 


Life  need  not  come  to  a stand- 
still for  the  woman  who  has  had 
a breast  removed  because  of  can- 
cer. Yet  the  greatest  fear  of  the 
woman  facing  this  painful  ex- 
perience is  that  she  will  be  some- 
how less  a woman  for  the  re- 
mainder of  her  life. 

A new  volunteer  program  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
is  helping  to  dispel  these  fears 
for  many  patients.  The  program, 
known  as  "Reach  to  Recovery,” 
is  staffed  only  by  women  who 
have  had  a radical  mastectomy 
( surgery  removing  the  breast 
and  part  of  the  underarm ) . 

The  first  volunteer  is  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Poss,  an  attractive  Chi- 
cago housewife  who  had  her 
operation  10  years  ago  and  has 
since  been  married  for  the  first 
time. 

Mrs.  Poss  calls  on  patients 
only  at  the  request  of  their  sur- 
geon. By  sharing  her  experiences 


and  knowledge,  she  becomes  liv- 
ing proof  that  the  operation  is 
only  a temporary  setback. 

"At  first  sight  patients  are 
amazed  that  I have  had  the  opera- 
tion,” says  Mrs.  Poss.  "I  usually 
begin  by  asking  them  to  guess 
which  side  has  had  the  surgery. 
The  answer  is  purely  a guess.” 

The  patient  is  assured  that  her 
appearance  need  not  show  any 
visible  sign  of  the  surgery.  She 
is  given  suggestions  of  minor 
clothing  alterations  to  camou- 
flage the  change  in  her  figure  and 
she  is  told  of  the  many  prosthetic 
forms  which  are  available.  There 
is  a type  to  match  every  figure. 

On  her  first  visit  Mrs.  Poss 
gives  the  patient  a small  kit  con- 
taining a length  of  cotton  rope,  a 
rubber  ball  on  an  elastic  string,  a 
temporary  prosthesis,  and  a man- 
ual of  exercises  and  helpful  hints. 

The  ball  and  rope  are  simple 
but  important  exercise  aids.  Per- 


formed with  doaor  approval,  the 
exercises  help  develop  muscles  to 
take  over  the  job  of  those  which 
were  removed  from  the  arm  and 
chest  during  surgery. 

Mrs.  Poss  demonstrates  some 
of  the  exercises  from  the  manual 
such  as  squeezing  the  ball  and 
using  the  rope  as  a pulley  to 
raise  and  lower  the  arm  on  the 
side  of  the  operation.  She  urges 
the  patient  to  perform  these 
exercises  daily  gradually  increas- 
ing her  efforts  as  her  doctor 
approves. 

Because  she  has  already  ex- 
perienced a radical  mastectomy, 
Mrs.  Poss  is  able  to  answer  many 
of  the  highly  personal  questions 
which  worry  the  patient  about 
the  future.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
program  will  grow  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  women  it 
helps.  These  women  will  be  the 
volunteers  of  tomorrow  helping 
others  face  the  same  operation. 


Wage  and  Job  Studies  Seek  Employee  Cooperation 


A program  to  set  job  descrip- 
tions and  establish  wage  and  sal- 
ary scales  throughout  the  hospi- 
tal was  begun  at  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  June.  The 
wage  and  salary  administration 
program  was  designed  for  the 
hospital  by  Arthur  Andersen  and 
Company. 

The  study  will  be  conducted 
in  two  phases  and  is  expected  to 
take  one  year  to  complete.  In  the 
first  phase  which  is  currently  un- 
derway, jobs  in  all  hospital  de- 
partments are  being  analyzed 
and  job  descriptions  are  being 


same  address  and  are  accom- 
panied by  the  eligible  members. 

No  down  payment  is  required 
until  September  15.  At  that  time 
the  first  payment  of  $55  per  per- 
son will  be  due.  The  remainder 
of  the  $225  fare  may  be  paid  at 
one  time  or  in  monthly  install- 
ments of  $42.50  per  person  fall- 
ing due  the  first  of  October,  No- 
vember, December,  and  January.

Operated  under  a grant  from  the  Office  of  Eco- 
nomic Opportunity,  the  center  provides  essential  health  ser/ices  to  resi- 
dents of  the  community  who  connot  afford  privote  medical  care  In  its 
clinics,  the  center  offers  pre-notal  care,  family  planning  services,  complete 
infant  and  pediatric  care,  adult  programs  for  diseose  detection,  mentol 
health  and  social  services. 

Spearhead  of  the  attack  against  sickness  and  disease  is  the  community 
health  teams  which  travel  throughout  the  Mile  Squore  area  spreading  word 
of  center  services  and  providing  essential  "in-home"  service  ond  instruction. 

Each  team  consists  of  a public  health  nurse  and  a community  health 
aide.  The  aides  are  residents  of  the  Mile  Square  area  who  hove  token  an 
intensive  course  of  instruction  in  home  nursing,  mother  ond  boby  core, 
nutrition,  sanitation,  and  basic  concepts  of  health  and  welfare.  The  close 
cooperation  between  nurse  and  aide  is  helping  to  provide  o needy  com- 
munity with  many  essential  and  vital  health  services.

Tlic  Standard  Oil  (Indiana) 
Foundation  lias  announced  a 
$50,000  grant  to  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  for  tlie  construc- 
tion of  the  first  of  a series  of 
washed  air  surgical  research  and 
operating  suites  which  will  be 
prototypes  for  the  operating  room 
of  tomorrow. 

"The  operating  suite  will  be 
devoted  to  research  and  develop- 
ment of  the  facets  of  surgery 
which  seem  to  hold  the  most 
promise  for  man:  organ  trans- 
plantation, the  tissue  rejection 
mechanism,  and  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  surgical  team  by  elec- 
tronic data  processing  of  patient 
vital  signs  during  and  after  sur- 
gery," said  foundation  chairman 
John  E.  Swearingen. 

The  $50,000  grant  will  be 
matched  by  an  equal  sum  from 
John  M.  Simpson,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  A.  M.  Castle  & Co., 
and  a trustee  of  the  hospital. 
Simpson  will  contribute  $250,- 
000  this  year  if  an  equal  amount 
is  provided  by  other  donors  for 
surgical  areas. 

The  operating  suite,  one  of  the 
first  of  its  type  in  the  country, 
will  be  housed  on  the  sixth  and 
seventh  floors  of  the  Southcenter 
building. 

Organ  transplantation  proced- 
ures are  highly  susceptible  to 
dangerous  infections.  Therefore 
the  operating  suite  has  been  spe- 
cially designed  to  provide  a "bio- 
logically clean”  envelope  which 
should  substantially  reduce  infec- 
tion risks. 

Vertical  laminar  aeration,  bor- 
rowed from  the  manufacturers  of 
space  hardware,  will  minimize 
air-borne  microbiological  con- 
tamination by  providing  a vir- 
mally  particle-free  atmosphere. 
The  patient,  the  cart  he  is  on, 
and  the  entire  surgical  team  will 


enter  the  operating  room  through 
an  air  shower. 

■Within  the  operating  room, 
99-97  per  cent  particle-free  air 
will  enter  through  large  grills  in 
the  ceiling.  Air  will  "wash”  down 
over  the  operating  team  and  the 
surgical  site,  removing  infectious 
organisms.  "Dirty”  air  will  exit 
near  floor  level.  Plans  specify 
some  three  to  five  complete  air 
changes  per  minute.  The  present, 
conventional  operating  room  aii 
is  changed  about  six  to  12  times 
per  hour. 

Since  the  human  body  wages 
war  on  "foreign”  tissue,  critical 
research  will  be  carried  out  to 
determine  ways  to  block  the  phy- 
siological and  chemical  proces- 
ses of  tissue  rejection  so  that  man- 


made or  natural  transplants  will 
be  accepted. 

Surgery  performed  in  the  op- 
erating room  will  be  monitored 
through  an  electronic  data  pro- 
cessing center  immediately  above 
it.  An  observation  area  and  an 
electronic  way-station  will  link 
the  patient  to  the  equipment  in- 
stallation on  the  floor  above. 

Within  the  operating  room,  the 
surgical  team  will  have  por- 
trayed on  an  oscilloscope  vital 
signs  of  the  patients.  Blood  pres- 
sures of  internal  vessels,  venous 
pressures  and  blood  flow  studies 
will  be  viewed  during  the  pro- 
cedure and  recorded  for  teaching 
and  research  purposes  by  means 
of  a cable  hook-up  to  the  data 
processing  center.

African  Nurse  Cites  Educational  Differences 
Between  Her  Homeland  and  United  States 


A young  South  African  girl 
who  recently  completed  two 
years  study  at  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  found  nursing  educa- 
tion in  the  United  States  vastly 
different  and  more  extensive  than 
in  her  homeland. 

A native  of  Tanzania,  Emily 
Ngaeje  studied  nursing  and  mid- 
wifery in  two  African  hospitals 
before  coming  to  America.  At 
St.  Anne’s  Hospital  in  Lulindi, 
only  30  girls  were  enrolled  in 
the  nursing  course. 

Instruction  was  limited  strictly 
to  medical  and  surgical  nursing. 
Emily  was  surprised  to  find  that 
her  training  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  included  courses  in  the 
natural  and  social  sciences  as  well 
as  psychiatric  nursing. 

Teaching  facilities  in  Africa 
are  limited.  Students  have  no 
textbooks,  but  copy  notes  from 
the  blackboard  or  from  notes  dis- 
tributed to  the  class  by  the  in- 
structor. 

Emily  also  found  a difference 
in  the  standards  of  patient  care. 
African  hospitals  are  usually 
overcrowded  and  the  patients  are 
cared  for  in  large  ward  areas. 
Newborns  are  not  kept  in  a 
nursery,  but  stay  with  their 
mother  unless  they  need  special 
attention. 

Meals  are  not  served  to  pa- 
tients by  African  hospitals.  They 
are  usually  cooked  and  served  by 


relatives  when  they  visit  the  pa- 
tient. The  cooking  often  takes 
place  on  the  hospital  grounds. 

Emily  returned  to  Tanzania  on 
the  day  after  her  graduation.  She 
will  work  for  three  months  at  a 
mission  hospital  prior  to  taking 
certification  examinations  of  the 
Tanzanian  Board  of  Health. 

Members  of  Emily’s  graduat- 
ing class  presented  her  with  a 
stethoscope  as  a token  of  their 
esteem  during  the  graduation 
breakfast.  Everyone  who  knew 
Emily  during  her  brief  stay  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  wishes  her 
"Kwaheri  na  bahati  njema”  . . . 
goodbye  and  good  luck  in  Swa- 
hili.

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Hospital  Enters  Community 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal has  embarked  upon  a new 
program  of  community  educa- 
tion in  cooperation  with  the  Chi- 
cago City  College.  The  hospital 
is  providing  clinical  training  in 
the  allied  health  fields  for  both 
college  credit  and  non -credit 
courses  offered  at  the  college’s 
"West  Side  campus. 

The  clinical  portion  of  the  new 
program  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Peter  J.  Farago,  assistant 
to  the  vice  president  for  coor- 
dination of  health  education  pro- 
grams. Dr.  Farago  has  been 
working  closely  with  the  college 
staff  and  members  of  the  hospi- 
tal’s established  clinical  teaching 
programs. 

The  "West  Side  campus  of  the 
college  has  been  designated  the 
main  training  center  for  the  col- 
lege’s programs  in  allied  health. 
By  1970,  an  estimated  10,000  stu- 
dents will  be  attending  classes 
on  a new  $28  million  campus  be- 
ing constructed  in  a 23  acre  area 
bounded  by  "Van  Buren,  Adams, 
Damen,  and  'Wood  streets.  Ap- 


Consrruction  work  never  comes 
to  a standstill  in  a hospital  as 
large  as  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s. 
Two  large  building  projects  cur- 
rently underway  will  complete 
three  floors  of  the  Jelke-South- 
center  buildings  and  relocate  and 
expand  the  gift  shop  and  coffee 
shop. 

In  early  September,  work  be- 
gan on  the  enlargement  of  the 
first  floor  of  the  East  Pavilion. 
The  north  wall  of  the  building 
is  being  extended  14  feet  toward 


proximately  10  per  cent  of  the 
students  will  be  enrolled  in  al- 
lied health  courses. 

Until  the  new  college  is  com- 
pleted, allied  health  classes  will 
be  held  in  a temporary  college 
building  at  330  South  Honore 
Street,  and  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  and  West  Side  "VA  Hos- 
pitals. 

The  initial  cooperative  pro- 
gram at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
consists  of  a 26  week  course  for 
operating  room  technicians,  in- 
halation therapy  aides,  transfu- 
sion therapy  technicians,  and 
unit  clerks.  College  credits  are 
not  offered  with  this  course. 

The  program  includes  a 12 
week  medical  core  academic 
course,  two  weeks  pre-clinical 
training  and  12  weeks  clinical 
experience  in  an  allied  health 
specialty.  All  smdents  will  take 
the  medical  core  program  which 
includes  courses  in  computation 
and  communication  skills,  med- 
ical terminology,  and  introduc- 
tory classes  in  basic  and  medical 
sciences.

Education 

The  pre-clinical  and  clinical 
training  will  be  conducted  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
by  the  staffs  of  the  transfusion 
therapy  service,  unit  manage- 
ment, surgical  nursing,  and  in- 
halation therapy.  Clinical  courses 
are  also  being  given  at  the  West 
Side  VA  Hospital. 

Smdents  will  receive  30  hours 
of  training  each  week  at  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s.  Approximately 
75  students  are  enrolled  in  the 
initial  course.  They  can  be  easily 
identified  by  their  blue  uniforms 
and  the  Chicago  City  College 
emblem. 

The  hospital  will  begin  par- 
ticipation in  college  credit  pro- 
grams in  early  1968.  Plans  call 
for  training  programs  for  radio- 
logic  technologists  and  inhala- 
tion therapists.  A two  year  asso- 
ciate arts  degree  in  nursing  will 
be  offered  in  September  1968. 

Students  who  are  legal  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Chicago  may 
attend  college  courses  without 
tuition  payment.

A Galesburg,  Illinois  couple 
found  an  inexpensive  way  to  live 
in  Chicago  while  their  young 
daughter  was  recovering  from 
heart  surgery  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gene  Louder- 
man lived  in  the  hospital  park- 
ing lot  in  a camper  unit  mounted 
on  the  bed  of  a three-quarter  ton 
pickup  truck.  The  Loudermans 
arrived  in  Chicago  on  September 
17  and  returned  to  Galesburg 
September  28  with  their  daugh- 
ter. 

At  the  suggestion  of  a Gales- 
burg doctor,  the  Loudermans 
brought  their  five  year  old  daugh- 
ter, Cindy,  on  the  200  mile  trip 
to  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  for 
heart  surgery  to  correct  a birth 
defect. 

The  defect  was  caused  by  the 
failure  of  the  circulatory  sys- 
tem to  develop  properly.  Prior  to 
birth,  the  lungs  of  the  fetus  ( un- 
born child ) are  not  used.  Oxy- 
genation of  the  child’s  blood  is 
handled  by  the  mother’s  circula- 
tory system.  The  blood  bypasses 
the  lungs  through  a small  vessel 
( ductus  arteriosus ) which  car- 
ries it  from  the  heart  to  the  aorta 
and  the  rest  of  the  body.  Shortly 
after  birth  when  the  baby’s  lungs 
are  in  use,  the  vessel  normally 
closes  and  the  blood  is  circulated 
through  the  lungs.  Cindy’s  ves- 
sel failed  to  dose.

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Russian  Revolution  Led  Houseman  to  New  Way  of  Life 


IN  THE  CZAR'S  ARMY— The  picture  Alexander  Szreder  holds  was  taken 
when  he  was  a lieutenant  in  the  Czar's  Army  in  1913.  Mr.  Szreder  is  now  a 
houseman  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital. 


Alexander  Szreder  is  a gentle 
man  who  greets  his  hospital 
friends  and  acquaintances  with  a 
smile,  a click  of  the  hceks,  and  a 
courteous  bow.  He  is  aLso  a man 
who  has  been  involved  in  three 
of  the  most  turbulent  periods  of 
world  history ...  the  Russian  revo- 
lution and  two  world  wars. 

Now  a houseman  at  Presbyter- 
ian-St. Luke's  Hospital,  Mr,  Szre- 
der was  born  in  Russia  and  served 
in  the  Czar’s  Army  prior  to  the 
Soviet  revolution  on  November 
7,  1917.  He  was  born  near  St. 
Petersburg  (now  Leningrad) 
which  served  as  the  Winter  home 
of  Czar  Nicholas  II  and  his  court. 
His  father  was  a colonel  in  the 
Army  and  his  mother  a baroness. 

Mr.  Szreder  was  being  groomed 
to  be  part  of  Russia’s  military 
aristocracy  at  the  time  of  the 
revolution.  He  entered  the  Cadet 
Corps  at  the  age  of  ten  and  re- 
ceived a good  education  in  addi- 
tion to  his  military  training.  Dur- 
ing his  eight  years  in  the  corps, 
he  lived  away  from  his  family  and 
renirned  home  only  for  Christ- 
mas, Easter,  and  the  summer. 

At  eighteen,  Mr.  Szreder  en- 
tered officers’  training  school  in 
St.  Petersburg  where  the  Army 
was  assigned  to  protect  the  Czar. 
He  can  remember  the  Czar  visit- 


ing his  classroom  and  sitting  next 
to  him  while  he  studied. 

"He  was  a very  handsome 
man,”  Mr.  Szreder  remembers, 
"very  kind  and  good.” 

In  1915,  Mr.  Szreder  was  mar- 


ried and  shortly  afterwards  was 
sent  to  the  Rumanian  front  to 
defend  his  country  during  the 
First  World  War. 

While  he  was  stationed  in  Ru- 
mania, the  Communists  over- 


threw the  Russian  government 
and  the  Czar’s  Army  was  dis- 
solved. Ikcause  the  Szreder  fam- 
ily was  part  of  the  aristocracy, 
nine  members  including  Mr, 
Szreder’s  mother  and  father  were 
killed.  His  wife  was  taken  from 
her  home  and  sent  to  Mt;scow. 
He  fled  to  Poland,  never  saw  his 
wife  again  and  never  remarried. 

Mr.  Szreder  went  to  work  on  a 
large  cattle  and  dairy  farm  where 
he  worked  in  the  office  as  a clerk. 
He  remained  there  during  the 
Second  World  War.  In  1945,  the 
Communists  took  over  Poland 
and  Mr.  Szreder  once  again  fled. 
This  time  to  Germany. 

He  worked  in  a displaced  per- 
sons camp  for  five  years.  In  1950, 
he  received  a commission  through 
the  Presbyterian  church  to  come 
to  the  United  States. 

Although  he  spoke  three  lan- 
guages perfectly  — Russian,  Po- 
lish, and  German  — he  could  not 
speak  English  and  was  not  able 
to  work  at  jobs  for  w'hich  he  was 
qualified.  He  went  to  work  as  a 
houseman  in  New  Jersey.  Then 
in  1951  was  brought  to  Chicago 
by  the  Presbyterian  church. 

Mr.  Szreder  has  worked  for  the 
hospital  since  that  timie.  At  the 
age  of  75,  he  has  seen  much  of 
the  world  and  much  of  life.

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal is  participating  in  a study 
designed  to  reduce  the  nation- 
wide death  rate  due  to  heart  at- 
tacks by  25  percent  in  five  years. 

The  hospital  is  one  of  four  in 
Chicago  and  55  nationally  which 
is  currently  recruiting  volunteers 
for  the  massive  research  program 
supported  by  the  National  Heart 
Institute. 

The  program’s  goal  is  to  evalu- 
ate the  effectiveness  of  five  drugs 
on  8,500  male  patients  who  have 
had  heart  attacks  and  are  betw'een 
the  ages  of  30  and  64.  It  is  the 
largest  field  trial  ever  undertaken 
for  the  treatment  of  the  nation’s 
number  one  killer  . . . hearr  attack. 

The  program,  known  as  the 
Coronary  Drug  Project,  is  de- 
signed to  determine  whether 
drugs  thar  lower  blood  levels  of 
cholesterol  and  other  fatty  sub- 
stances can  improve  long-term 
survival  among  hearr  artack  vic- 
tims by  protecting  them  against 
recurrent  heart  attacks  and  other 
complications  of  coronary  heart 
disease. 

Patients  may  be  referred  by 
their  personal  physician  or  should 
obtain  his  consent.  The  volunteer 
remains  under  rhe  care  of  his 
physician  throughout  participa- 
tion in  the  study  and  the  physi- 
cian is  kept  informed  of  his  pa- 
tient’s progress  in  rhe  study.
